A bill to provide for the erection of 


a public building at Reno, which pass- 
ed the Senate last Congress, was re- 
introduced, as also the bill to provide 
for the payment of the Nevada war 
claims due the State, and to reimburse 
citizens of the State for moneys and 
supplies furnished in rfpelllne Indian 
hostilities when the State was a Ter- 
ritory. 


A bill to pay J. Q. A. Moore of Car- 


son J150 for rent of a building at Car- 
son City In'1863'as a recruiting sta- 
tion. 


A bill to pay E. D. Sweeney of Car- 


on $11,280 for rent of a building in 
Carson as a United States Land Office 
from 1864 to 1877. 


A bill to reimburse Jewett W. Adams 


for necessary expenses connected with 
the administration of the Carson Mint 
In 1894, amounting to $301. 


Three proposed amendments to the 


mining laws of the United States were 
Introduced. One to amend chapter six 
of title thirty-two of the Revised Stat- 
utes so that the date of the expiration

iS with no ordinary feeling of sorrow that we 
allude to the death of Judge William Webster, 


the tidings of whose passing away reached us yes- 
terday afternoon, further particulars of which will 
be found in our local columns. In the death of 
Judge Webster, Reno, Washoe county and the State 
lose one of their oldest and best citizens. He was 
possessed of those sterling qualities which com- 
manded the respect alike of friends and enemies, 
of which the former were many and the latter few. 
Although at-times somewhat brusc4ue in his manner, 
his heart was a storehouse of the milk of human 
kindness with the outlets always open to the call of 
friendship and deserving charity. With strong and 
pronounced convictions of his own, he was tolerant 
of the opinions of those who differed with him and 
just in his estimation of all. He was a good citizen, 
thoroughly American in his political sentiments and 
a devoted lover of the country of his adoption. His 
death is a loss to this community and he will be 
greatly missed in the councils where his voice was 
always heard upon the side of progress, public en- 
terprise and needed reform. To his grief-stricken 
family The Journal extends its heartfelt sympathy, 
with the hope that they will find comfort in the as- 
surance the husband and father has gone to a 
brighter and better world; to a mansion in the 
eternal realm, a home beyond the skies. 


THE SCHLEY VERDICT.

T THE time of the writing of this we are not 


in possession of the full text of the verdict in

naval history of any nation on the face of the earth. 


If of any effect whatever, the pettifoging tactics 


and strained efforts of Benham and Ramsay to cater 
to the impotent hatred and prejudice of their clique 
associates, will fasten the affection of the American 
people still more firmly upon the gallant officer 
than if a fair and entirely exonerating verdict had 
been rendered, or even on absolutely laudatory one.
